Francisco in Hetch Hetchy water 
supply was the subject of the ad- 
dress of Pat H. Griffin, attorney for 
jthe Turlock Irrigation District, at 
the luncheon meeting of the Ala- 
meda County Commuter's club at 
the Palace Hotel today. 


Griffin presented the case of the 


three great irrigation districts of 
the San Joaquin valley—Turlock, 
Modesto and AVaterford—who, he 
said, are standing solidly against 
the Easthay cities going to the 
Tuolumne river for their water 
supply. He was assited by H. A. 
Storrs. chief engineer of the Mo- 
desto district, also a speaker at the 
meeting. 


San Francisco has no water at 


Hetch Hetchy above her own needs 
which she could sell to the Eastbay 
cities, and probably 
never 
will 


have. Griffin contended, because 
the Irrigation districts have prior 
rights to the water. -When these 
rights are satisfied there will not 
be sufficient surplus to meet San 
Francisco's own domestic needs, he 
said. 


As proof of this statement, Grif- 


fin pointed out that the Modesto, 
Turlock and Waterford 
districts 


made beneficial use of all the water 
that fell on the Tuolumne river 
watershed during the present year.

Berkeley has builded well. The lo«s of the 


fire was estimated by underwriters as a little 
ehort of eight millions of dollars. Peimits for 
buildings to a value of close to ten millions 
have been issued since that time. In the fire 
era some 383 buildings were destrou-d and 
there stand today in that section 24-1 new 
ones. 


And Berkeley has done more than that. It 


has profited by its experience and has erected a 
iratcli tower in the hills, organized a volunteer 
corps of fighters, strengthened its municipal 
department, and contracted for larger water 
mains in those sections inadequately supplied. 


A year after its great loss Berkeley may 


;rell be proud of the proof that it has in con- 
struction work more than made up for the 
nmnber of buildings destroyed, that it has 
made less possible a repetition of the conflagra 
tion, and that its growth continues at a rate 
that is attracting the attention of California, 
tThe prediction made before the ashes of that 
fire were cool that Berkeley would come back 
•tronger than ever has been carried out.

determined to sound the depth of liis wisdom nnd followed him to 
the lonely hut where he sat enshr.ned. 
After much prying and prod- 


ding he discovered that the wise man iiaJ but one speech, could make 
but one reply to whatever question. 
"Yes indeed. \es indeed," 


utteted in tuii cr.est tone? wa; ihe extent ui 
:M< repertoire. 
The 


poor thing was feeh!e minded 2i;d never guested the esteem in which 
his neighbors held him. 


Many a man and many a child since then has gained the repu- 


tation of goodness and wisdom simply by keeping silent. 
Perhaps 


because they were too wise to talk, perhaps because they had nothing 
to say. 
The child who sits owl-eyed and still throughout the school 


session ought to be sharply scanned to discover the quality of his 
silence. 
The right sort is beyond price, but the wrong sort ii a 


calamity. 


There are children too shy to speak on their own initiative and 


people, glad to escape the bother of their talking, the explanations 
and corrections it calls for, let him alone. 
Day after day he passes 


before his friends and family and teachers silent and retiring bottling 
up all the questions that arise in his mind or answering th=m ac- 
cording to his own wisdom winch is bound to be ignorance. 
This 


daily ingrowth of ignorance feeds upon itself renders him stupid. 
The tongue unusued to its service grows stiff and halting and the 
mind dulled by its own lullaby sinks to slumber. 
Watch out for 


that silent child. 


if he is in your family make it your special duty to talk to 


him every day of his life and make sure that he answers you. 
Take 


him aside for confidential chats, make excuses to ask his opinion 
and advice, ask him to look up things for you and report upon 
them as when you are planning a trip and would learn the best roads. 


If he is in your class make it your special duty to have him 


recite every day even if some loquacious and glib youngster has to 
be skipped. 
If his effort 
i= too difficult, if it takes too much time 


to hear his stuttering, stammering story, assign him a question and 
let him write the answer on the board. 
When he has finished 


have him read it to you either during the class recitation or after- 
ward while the group is busy. 
He 
must expresi himself orally 


daily, or his mind will go to seed. 


If, of course, vou discover that his silence is reaTlv the filence 


of wisdom, the calm balance of the mind that poises itself before 
giving wing to it, thought, your work is simple. 
You have but 


to listen. 
But his sort are scarce in childhood. 
Usually what 


a youngster thinks he knows he tells promptly. 
Intelligent silence 


is a thing of slow growth. 


Then make sure of your silent child. 
He may be genius, but 


again he may be just a "yes indeeder."
